NO TOZTMATK It A ID CONVICTIONS.

Got. Bradley fais lie Ilea Triad to Bnferce
the Law but Baa Palled.

Louisville, Ky Jan. 4. Tho State Legisla-
ture convened In biennial session The
silver men's nomlnocs for officers of tho IIouso
and Senato were elected, among them a negro
assistant cloakroom keeper, tbo caucus having
directed that this office bo set aside for colored
silvcrltcs. J. W. C. Dreckham was chosen
Speaker of tho IIouso, and William Ooebel ot
Covington was mado Chairman pro torn, of tho
Senate.

Gov. Bradley in his message devotod a great
deal of attention to tho mobs and tollgnto raid-
ers, rebuking the county officers who took no
atcps to punish known offenders. Referring to
the turnpiko raiders ho said:

"The Martin law. although well intendod, has
failed to accomplish Its purpose. I havo faith-
fully tried to enforco It by oflorlng rewards and
employing Uotcctlves, but do not know ot a
single conviction under its provisions. On tho
contrary, in many localities public sentiment Is
reported as indorsing the crime. Frequently
counties havo voted for frco turnpikes by largo
majorities and nt the snmo time voted against
tho issuance or bonds'to pay ror them. Under
such circumstances, ns tnlghtjic expected, turn-
piko Block ownod by theStato, which Was valued
at 9400,000 three jrars ago, and which pro-
duced nearly $1! 1,000 dividends annually, Is
comparatively worthless."

BOOTll-TUCKJEJl'- B DEFIANCE.

Ite Threatens lo Itesume the Ralvatlon Ami's
oliy Heetlncs.

Shortly before his departure for the West,
Commander Ilooth-Tuck- of tho Bilvatlon
Army announced that prayer meetings
would bo held at tho Army headquarters on
Fourteenth ttroct as soon as ho roturncd. Not
long ago when the Commander was convicted
of tho technical charge of maintaining a dis-
orderly resort at th hoadquartcrs because of tho
noisy meetings held thero. ho ex-

pressed great disappointment because Judgo
Newburgcr suspended sentence Ho nnd his
counsel. Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, wero conf-
ident that if an appeal was taken tbo higher
court would uphold tho Commander's position.
Moreover, tho Commander nnd membors of his
stall publicly criticised the attitude of tho
Judge In charging the Jury.

At the annual banquet of tho Army held nt
headquarters this Christmas Commander Booth-Tuck-

cpoko of his arrest and conviction and
declared emphatically that ho would never sub-
mit to such nn unjust decision. Ho announced
that an all night of prayor would soon ho held.
"And wo aro going to huvu an out and out hal-
lelujah time, ho Is reported to have added.
Commander Booth-Tuok- will return to Now
York on Jan. 14 to meet Oen. Booth, who Is duo
to nrrivo from England on thu samo day. It Is
iiresumod that the all night of prayer wtll bo
held at that tlmo.

REBUKE TO GOV. BUSHNELL

OITIZBNS OF ins oirjv rorf.Y rj?o- -

Coldmoub, O., Jan. 4. Thoro camo to Co-

lumbus this morning n delegation 100 strong
of the stalwart Republicans of Springfield, tho
homo of Gov. Bushnoll. It was a representa-
tive body oqulppod with placards, "We want
what wo volcd for," "Wo want Mnrous A.
Hanna for Senator,"

Tho Republican Congressman from tho Spring-Hol- d

district, Weaver, was tho spokesman, nnd
ho candidly and modorately told tho Governor
what tho opinions ot his neighbors arc as to his
fall Into tho nrraB of his enomlcs. Tho Gover-

nor was not happy. Tho call hurt his feelings,
and his effort w as to be chilly and evasive. Ho
rot, however, a cold bath ot publlo opinion and
a tasto ot tho bitterness that belongs to his o

state.
Tho delegation marched to the Nell House

and with musla and banners and cheers Balut-o- d

Mr. Hanna, who mounted a chair apd mado
a response which was that of a gentleman and
a statesman. Thero Is not another man In
tbo country who could have mado a more fit
and striking address, and it was full of thoso
felicities wltn which a strong man, In earnest
and with something to say, surpasses the grace
of orators. He sold ho was only n business
man, hut ho had learned tho codo ot honor of
men of business and applied It In politics. Un-

der a senso ot duty as a man of business ho had
taken part in politics nnd believed tho princi-
ples that prevailed In tho Presidential cam-

paign of 1800 had glvon tho pcoplo tho confi-

dence that was lndlspcnsablo to prosperity. It
in tho conditions confronting the Republicans
hero thero wero found elements and influences
that disturbed the roposo ot tbo pcoplo in tho
confldonco that Itopublican principles would
guldo tho Govornmont, tho shock would ho In-

jurious to tbo interests of tho people Ills Indi-
viduality was insignificant compared with tho
principles at stake, and he should uphold them
or go down with them.

Thero wero sorcral other specchos, Gen.
Grosvenor applying his raior-cdgo- sarcasm to
tho Governor. Tho tone of the speaking was r,

the admitted seriousness of the situation
making It so. but tho delegation was higlily
wrought up, snowing how fervid tbo feeling is
all over the State. The majority of tho visitors
would have liked much hotter stuff.

Grosvenor told a story of nn Irish boy who
wroto nn encouraging letter to his father about
tho kind of pcoplo who got into odlco, and thero
was n cry from tho crowd :

"Ob, t 11 us tho story of tho Yellow Dog."
Tho Yellow Dog In Ohio politics Is tho Re-

publican who belongs to Democratic bosses and
is applied to dishonorable uses. Thero is no
doubt that tbcro will bo mass meetings of tho
Republicans In every county in tho 8tato con-
demning Gov. Bushncll's courso. nnd delega-
tions of whleh that of this day was a specimen.

It should bo known that while there was an
understanding that tho Senatorial caucus was
to bo held night. It has nover been
called officially or positively determined upon,
and now It certainly will not ho hold until Jnn.
10, If nt all. Eighty-fou- r countlesUpcclflcnlly in-
dorsed Hanna for tho Scnatorsbip and tho Toledo
Convention named him for the Senate without a
dissenting voice. Mr. Hannn has already been
nominated for Senator.and so far as tho Republi-
can organization can proceed, he has boon
chosen, Tho caucus Is uncalled for and the only
use of it would bo to glvo information to the

There wns no caucus beforo tho election of
Senator Foraker. nnd ho waa fortunate enough
not to meet factious opposition. Theprcsnmp-tlo- n

is that thero will be no othor activities than
thoso to bold fast to frlendB and watch foes and
work for recruits until Jan. 11. the day fixed by
law for tbo Senatorial election. Mr. Hanna,
under appointment, holds tho scat until his suc-
cessor is elected.

It doos not matter much what amount of vigor
is put in tho denials of the combination as to tho
prospect nt a changoof tbolr candidates. A
brief chapter of history will explain sorcral
things that havo been and come things that are
likely to bo. Senator Foraker la a capable and
ambitious organlrcr ann high strung as a Ken-
tucky rnco colt. Ho did not at ilrst
want Hanna for his colloague In tho Senate, nnd
ojepected him to go into tho Cabinet. Tho diffi-
culty with Bubhnell wns that ho could not run
for Governor nnd Senutor nt once, j

It is an unwritten but effective law In Ohio
that that will not do, and when Sherman re-
signed of course the Governor could not ap-
point himself. It was apparently fixed for a
time that Charles Kurtz.who was Oov.Forakcr's
acute and exceedingly active prlvato secretary,
should have the tlrst term, liushncll to go for
tho long term. So much progress was mado
thnt'Kurtz had soventy-flv-o electrotypes of him-
self mado here In Columbus, to aid tho an-
nouncement of his statesmanship w ben appoint-
ed to tho Senato.

George Baher aao His Wlfto Hilled by an Un-

known Person,
FAirtnonT, Neb., Jan. 4. Gcorgo Baker and

hla aged wife were assassinated nt their home
near hero this morning, and the wholo county
Is aroused. Hundreds of men aro looking for
tho assassin. Both were found dead on tho
floor, side by side. They had been shot from tho
outsldo through tho north window with a
shotgun, and so olose was the murderer to the
window that the powder burned tho sash.
Quail shot was usod, but tbo charges wero very
heavy. Ono charge struck Baker In the right
side of tho face and neck, breaking tbo skull and
fearfully mangling his face. Tbo other charge
struck Mrs. Buker In the right check, neck, and
shoulder. Hor skull was also fractured. Both
died instantly.

Baker was a prominent farmer and politician.
Tho cause of the crlmo Is a mystery. Soon after
tho shooting a near neighbor saw a tall man
running from the Baker homo. Tho tracks are
bcingguardod by dCDUtlos and bloodhounds havo
been telcgraphod for.
